8. As the morning's draught is moſt difficult to nice Comachs, ſuch 


may leſſen, or even omit it at the beginning, or ratber poſtpone it till 
after breakfaſt, and take « larger doſe at night. The diſtance from meal- 
time need not be more than one hour, for common Romachs, when the 
liquor is well clarified and ſłimmed. The oil that floats on the top, and 
was ſkimmed off, ſhould be carefully laid by, and kept for outward ſores. 
In the variety of Caſes and conſtitutions, it is not amiſs that there ſhould: 
be different manuers of preparing and taking Tarwater : trial will dire& 
to the beſt. Whether there be any difference between old tar and new tar, 
or which of all the various tars produced from different trees, or in differ- 
ent parts of the world, is moſt medical, future trials muſt determine. 

9. I have made a ſecond fort of Tarwater, to be uſed externally, as « 
wah or lotion, for the itch, ſcabs, ulcers, cuil, leproſy, and all ſuch foul 
caſes, which I have tried with very good ſucceſs, and recommend it to 
the trial of others. For inveterate caſes of that kind, Tarwater ſhould be 
drank, a quart Every 24 hours, at 4, 6 or 8 glaſſes; and after this hath 
been done, at leaſt for a fortnight, the /otion is to be applied outwardly, 
and warm, by batbiag, fomenting, and lleeping, end this ſeveral times 
in the 24 hours, to heal and dry up the ſores, the drinking being ſtill con- 
tinned. This water, for external uſe, is made in the following manner = 
pour 2 quarts of boiling hot water on a quart of tar, ſtir and work it 
ſtrongly, with a Hat flick, or ladle, for a full querter of an hour; let it 
Rand 6 hours, then pour it off, and keep it cloſe covered for ule. It may 
be made weaker or flronger, as there is occaſion. 

10. From what I have obſerved of the /otion, I am inclined to think, 
it may be worth while, in obftinate and cutaneous ailments, leproſy, und 
eveatne/s of limbs, to try a bath of Tarwater; allowing a gallon of tar to every 
20 gallons of boiling hot water; ſtirting the ingredients « full half hour; 
ſuſtering the veſſel to and 8 or 10 hours, before the water is poured off, 
and uſing the bath = little more than milk warm. This experiment may 
be made in different proportions of ter and water. In Dablin many 
caſes occur for trial, which are not to be met with in the country. 

11. My experiments have been made in various caſes, and on many 
perſons; and I make no doubt its virtues will ſoon be more fully diſco- 
vered, as Tarwater is now growing into general uſe, though not without 
that oppoſition which uſually attends upon novelty. The great objection 
I find made to this medicine is, that it promiſes too much. What! ſs 
the objeftois, do yon pretend to « Panaces ? a thing ſtrange, chimerical, 
and contrary to the opinion and experience of a} mankind | Now, to 
' ſpeak out, and gire this objection or queſtion a direct anſwer, I freely 
own, thet I be Terwater is a Panaces. I may be miſtaken, but it is 
worth trial; for the chance of ſo great and genefal benefit, I am _— 
to fand the ridicule of propofing it. And as the old philoſopher cri 
aloud, fram the bouſe-tops, to his fellow citizens, educate your children: 
fo, I confeſs, if I had a fituation high enough, and a voice loud enough, 
I would cry out to all valetudinarians upon earth, drink Tarcuater. 

12. Having thus frankly owned the chargé, I muſt explifin to you, 
that by a pansces is not meant 4 medicine which cures all individuals, 
- (this confifts not with mortality) ms mediciqe that cures or at

the different ſpecies of diſlempers.: and if God hath given us ſo great & 
bleſſing, and made a*medicine ſo cheap and plenty as Tar, to be withat 
ſo univerſal in its effects, to eaſe the miſeries of human lite, ſhall men be 
ridiculed or bantered out of its uſe, eſpecially when they run no riſque 
in the trial!? for I can truly affirm, that 1 never knew any harm attend it; 
more than ſometimes a little nauſes, which, if the liquor be well clear- 
ed, Mimmed and bottled, need not, I'think, be spprebended. 

13. It muſt be owned I have not had opportunities of trying it myſelf 
in all caſes, neither will ] undertake to demonſtrate a priori, that Tar- 
water is = panacea. Bet yet, methink⸗, I am not quite deſtitute of pro- 
dable reaſons, which, joined to what facts I have obſerved, induced me to 
entertain ſuch a ſuſpicion. :

And it ſeemed to me, that the attraQt- 
ing and lecreting of this fire in the various pores, tubes and dufts of ve- 
getables, did impart their ſpecific ;virtves to esch kind; that this ſame

18. The defideratum wat, how to ſeparate the ive particles from the 
heavy viſeid lubſtance, which ſerved to atttact and retain them, and ſo 
to order matters, that the vehicle of the ſpirit ſhould not, on the one hand, 
be volatile enough to eſcape, nor, on the other, groſs enough to offend. 

For the performing of this, I have found « moſt eaſy, fimple, and effec - 
tual method, which farniſhed a potable inoffenſive liquor, clear and fine 
n+ the beſt white wine, cordial and Rtomachic, to be kept botiled, as be- 
ing. caducd with a very ſcoſible ſpirit, though not fermented. 7 

19. Itried many experiments as to the quantity of water, anf the 

time of ſtirring and ſtandiag, in order to impregnate and clarify it, and, 
after all, fixed on the forementioned, receipt, as the mol generally uſeful 
for making this (alotiferous liguor well impregnated, and not offenſive 
to common ſtomachs, and even drank with pleafure by many: in which 
the moſt medicinal and active particles, that is, the native ſalta and vola- 
tile oil of the balſam, being diſeotangled and ſeparated from its groſs oil 
and viſcous refin, da, combined together, form a fine balſamic and vege- 
table ſonp, which not only can paſs the-zRRomach and prime vie, but

20. The foregoing general conſider me upon making experi- 
ments io many veriqus and unlike caſed, RE otherwiſe I ſhould never 
have thought of doing, and the ſucceſs anſwared my hopes. Philoſopbi- 
cal principles led me to make ſafe trials, and on thoſe trials is founded my 
opinion of the ſalutary victucs of Tarwater, which virtues are recommend - 

ed from, and depend on, eFperiments and matters of faQ, and neither 
Rand unt fall with auy theories or ſpeculative principles whatever. How - 
beit, thoſe theories, as I ſaid, enlarged my views of this medicine, led me 
to & greater variety of trials, and thereby engendered and nouriſhed m 
 Tuſpicion, that it is a panacea.

21. Thoſe who bave only the good of mankind at heart, will give this 
medicine fair play; if there be any who act from other motives, the pub- 
lic will look ſharp, and beware. Todo juſtice to Taiwater, as well as 
to thoſe who drink it, regard muſt be had to the particular flrength and 
cale of the patients. Grievous or inveterate maladies muſt not be treated 
az common caſes, I cured a horrible caſe, 3 gangrene in the blood, which 
had broke out in ſeveral ſores, and threatened ſpeedy death, by obligin 
the perſon to drink nothing but this liquor for ſeveral weeks, as muc 
and as often as his Romach would bear. Common ſenſe will direct @ 
proportionable conduct in the other caſes. But this muſt be left to the 
conſcience and diſcretion of the givers and takers. . 
22. After all that can be ſaid, it is moſt certain, that « panacea ſounds 
odd, and conveys ſomewhat ſhocking to the ear and ſenſe of moſt men, 
who are wont to rank the uniyerſal medicine with the philoſopher's ſtone, . 
and the ſquaring of the circle; whereof the chief, i! not ſole reaſon, I 
take to be, that it is thought incredible the ſame thing ſhould produce 
contrary effects, as it mutt do, if it cures oppoſite diſtempers. And yet 
this is no more than every day's experience verifies. Milk, for inſtance, 
makes ſome caſtive, and others laxative : this regards the poſſibility of 
panacea in general ; as for Tarwater in particular, I do not ſay it is 
a panacea, I only /u/pþe2 it to be ſo.— Time and trial will ſhew. 
23. But Lam moſt fincerely perſuaded, from what I have already ſeen

Nor 
is it of uſe only in the care of fickneſs, it is alſo uſeful to preſerve health, 
and guard againf! infection, and in ſome meaſure even againſt old age, us it 
gives laſting ipicits, and invigorates the blood. I am even induced, by 
the nature and analogy of things, and its wonderful ſucceſs in fevers of 
all kinds, to think that Tarwater may be very uſeſul agaicoft the plague, 
both as « preſervative and a cure, 3 

24. But I doubt no medicine can withſtand that execrable plague of 
diftilled ſpirits, which do all, without exception (there being a cauſtic and 
coagulating quality in all diftilled ſpirits, whetever the ſubject or ipgre- 
dients may be) operate as a ſlow poiſon, preying on the vitals, and waſt- 
ing the bealth and flrength of body and ſoul ; which peſt of human kind

1. YOUR attention to whatever promotes the public good of your 
country, or the common benefit of mankind, having engaged you in a 
particular enquiry concerning the virtues and effects of Tarwater, you 
are entitled to know what ſurthet diſcoveries, obſervations and - 
tions I have made on that ſubject. = 

2. Tatwater, in the ſeveral editions of Siris, hath been directed to be 
made by ſtirring, 3, 4, 5 or 6 minutes, « gallon of water, and 8 quart of 
tar. But although it teem beſt made, for general uſe, within thoſe li- 
mits, yet the ſtomach of the patient is the beſt rule, whereby to direRt the 
ſtrength of the water; with = little more flirring, 6 quarts of good Tar- 

water may be made from one of tar; and with 8 minutes flirriog, I have 
known a gallon of Tarwater produced from ſecond band tar, which proved 
good remedy in a very bad fever, when better tar could not be had. For the 
uſe of travellers, a Tarwater may be made very RRrong, for inltance, with t 
= of water, anda quart of tar, ſtirred together for the ſpace vf 20 minutes. 

bottle of this may ſerve long on a toad, a little being put to esch glaſs 
of common wtter, more 6r leſs, m you would have it ftronger or weaker. 
Neat 10 years ago, a quart of about this firength was given to an old 
woman, to be taken at one draught, by direction of a young lady, who 
had conſulted one in my family about the method of preparing aud 
giving Tarwater, which yet ſhe happened to mifiake.

I have ſeen « wonderful cure wrought on = child about 
eight years old, and paſt all hopes, by pouring ſeveral ſpoonfuls of Tar- 
water down his throat, as he lay quite ſubdued by a ef violent fever, 
without any appearance of ſenſe ur motion, the toſtrils drawn back, the 
eyes fixed, the complexion deadly wan, And yet Tarwater, forced 
down by ſpoonfuls, ſeemed to kindle up life avew ; and this after 
ſage tea, ſaffron, milk water, Venice treacle, Ic. bad been uſcd without 
any ſucceſs. 

8. This is of itſelf a ſufficient cordial, friendly and congenial to the 
vital heat and ſpirits of a man. If therefore -frong liguors are in the ac- 
cuſtomed quantity ſuperadded, the blood being already, by Tarwater, 
ſufficiently warmed for vital heat, the Rrong liquors ſuperadded will be 
apt to over-heat it, which over-heating is not to be imputed to the 
Tarwater, ſince, taken alone, I could never obſerve it attended with that 
ſymptom.

I knew two brothers ill of a faver 
about the ſame time; it wrought on the one by copious feveating, on the 
other altogether by arine; anc I have known it to act at different times 
differently, even on the ſame perſon, and in the ſame diſorder; one while 
as a 4:apboretic, or ſuderific, another ns u diuretic. Its general character is 
dixretic, which ſhews, that it cleanſeth the urinary paſſages, preventing 
thereby both fore and gravel, againſt which it hath been found very uſe- 
ful, and much ſafer than mineral watery, by teaſon of its balſamic heal- 
ing quality. 

7. Tarwater doth recover and impart wital heat, but imparts no in- 
Aaming beat. I have icen « wonderful cure wrought on = child about 
eight years old, and paſt all hopes, by pouring ſeveral ſpoonfuls of Tar- 
water down his throat, as he lay quite ſubdued by « gef violent fever, 
without any appearance of ſenſe ur motion, the coſtrils drawn back, the 
eyes fixed, the complexion deadly wan, And yet Tarwater, forced 
down by ſpoonfuls, ſeemed to kindle up life avew ; and this after 
ſage tea, ſaffron, milk water, Venice treacle, Ic. bad been uſed without 
any ſucceſs. 

8. This is of itſelf a ſufficient cordial, friendly and congenial to the 
vital heat and ſpirits of a man. If therefore -frong liguors ure in che ac- 
cuſtomed quantity ſuperadded, the blood being already, by Tarwater, 
ſufficiently warmed for vital heat, the ſtrong liquors ſuperadded will be 
apt to over-heat it, which over-heating is not to be imputed to the 
Tarwater, ſince, taken alone, I could never obſerve it attended with that 
ſymptom.

11. Thoſe who, without knowledge or experience of Terwaterf have 
been ſo ative and earneſt to diſcredit its virtues, have much to anſwer 
for, eſpecially with regard to acute in diſiempers, in which it 
doth wonders. It is in thoſe diſorders, o fatal and frequent, that k 
have had moſt opportunities of obſerving its virtues, nor can tha 
world ever know the juſt value of this medicine, but by trying it in the 
like caſes. | 
12. When patients are given over, and ali known methods ſail, it 
is allowed to try new remedies. If Tarwater was tried in ſoch caſes, 
Ido verily believe, that many patients might thereby be reſcued from 
the jaws of death: particularly, I would recommend the trial of it 
in the moff malignant and deſperate — or ſmall por, attended with 
purple, livid or black ſpots.
